Not long ago I was interested in 
reading in a Boston paper about a Har- 
vard graduate who answered an adver- 
tisement for a job in an office. The let- 
ter he wrote éd for work not for 
“a position,” which was so far in his 
favor, as it was a young man to go 
messages and sweep the rooms that was 
wanted and the young man’s letter was 
answered by a noté from the firm telling 
him to call. On presenting his Harvard 
diploma he was told that it was not a 
Harvard graduate that was wanted but 
a strong young man to sweep out the 
rooms and go messages. “All right,” 
said the Harvard boy, “if my diploma 
has unfitted me for honest work of any 
kind, I will burn it.” Needless to say 
that the young man got the job and to 
use an American expressioh “‘made 
good.” 

There is too much of the sentimental 
humbug expressed by a neighbor to the 
writer. I asked her where her boy was 
working now. She replied, “Oh, ‘he is 
not working, he is at the high school. 
We are to try and educate Willie, so that 
he will not need to work.” 

After this preface about schools, allow 
me to say that a high school diploma or 
a diploma from Harvard are good docu- 
ments to have and with common sense 
help..to get work in any honest calling. 
All I contend for is that thé absurd idea 
that work is working with a pick and 
spade and that so-called educated 
people who are only working with a pen 
have no work. 

I was pleased with Mr. Cole’s motion 
at the Town meeting and no doubt 
the School board and their advisers will 
find that the old Punchard building will 
be useful in many ways. Mr. Cole’s 
idea that it might be used as an evening 
school for young people who work in 
factories during the day is excellent but 
I suggest an amendment, namely that 
those young people should not allow the 
taxpayers to pay for this great privi- 
lege and a nominal fee would make 
these evening classes more popular as 


the New York Hippodrome. ‘The

School Children to Aid 


The ravages of the tent caterpillar 
have been so destructive to fruit trees 
throughout Massachusetts for the last 
two or three years that the State Board 
of Agriculture this year intends to éen- 
list the help of the school children in 
stamiping out the pest. Notices have 
béen ‘sent to the Superintendents of all 
the school districts in the State, an- 
nouncing that the Board is offering four 
silver cups, two té’ be awarded to the 
public schools of towns or cities of over 
five thousand inhabitants, and two to 
the schools of towns under five thousand, 
whose pupils collect the greatest num- 
ber of egg masses between March 20 
and May 1. The pupils are to report 
daily to their grade teacher the number 
of égg masses which they have collected 
and the teachers in turn will make re- 
ports to the superintendent. The super- 
intendents are to report to the Secretary 
of the State Board of Agriculture not 
later than May 4, 1915. . 

At this séason of the year the egg 
masses of this caterpillar are easily de- 
tected as there are no leaves on the trees, 
and they form a small black band around 
the limb. On cutting these opén one 
will find them filled with thousands of 
minute eggs. These eggs begin hatching 
about the time that the leaves open, 
and the caterpillars then form the 
unsightly webs which have been such 
a prominent feature of the landscapes of 
Massachusetts for the last couple of 
years. The Board hopes that with the 
aid of the 575,000 school children of the 
state most of the eggs can be destroyed 
before the hatching season begins.

do not expect to get something for 
nothing and don’t like to be called 
aupers. 

P During the day this old Punchard 
building might be used as a strictly com- 
mercial school Where young men could 
learn Geography, not only to be able to 
say like a parrot the names of countries, 
but what other countries buy from us 
and what they have to sell, the lan- 
guage spoken and money in use with its 
relative value to our dollar, the weights 
and meastifes and their usual mode of 
paying for goods bought. All of these 
items our boys generally are profoundly 
ignorant of. If we are to take the chance 
opened up to us the war in Europe 
we must learn how to sell and buy in 
foreign countries. In addition to all 
the items I have mentioned, Spanish, 
German and French should be taught, 
not only as an accomplishment but as 
thoroughly as essential parts of a com- 
mercial education. Of course, those 
young men would have to pay for all 
this and be glad to get the use of the 
building from the town. 

Then there is a cry for what is called 
Trade Schools for boys and what is 
called Domestic Science for girls. I 
wish to say that this domestic science 
for girls should not only teach what 
amount of portion, etc., is in an egg 
and the quantity of water, etc., that is 
in a potato, but also learn how to boil 
an egg or a potato and be able to sew 
on a button and help their mothers to 
wash dishes and sweep the house. 

Thefe is in Scotland a function called 
pleasant Sunday afternoons where young 
men who usually lounge about the 
corners of the streets and stand discus- 
sing soccer football, meet in a public 
building (not a church) and have a 
good time. The old Punchard school 
might be used for this purpose in An- 
dover. 

The taxpayers have a year to think 
over the building of a new school and 
the many ways the old building might 


be of use.

More Brush Fires 


Brush fires have kept the firemen on 
the jump for the past two weeks and 
have burned over considerable property 
in the outlying districts of the town. 
With a record last week of having at 
least one alarm every day and on some 
days as many as three nothing would 
have been more welcome than & severe 
and dreriching rain storm. This has 
been an especially dry spring and the 
grass and underbrush are in an excellent 
condition to ignite either by accident or 
design. That carelessness has been the 
cause of some of the fires is the opinion 
of tiembers of the fire department while 
othérs were no ‘doubt set deliberately. 

On Monday the firemen had a busy 
day in the field surrounding Rabbits’ 
pond, the property of Phillips Academy. 
A still alarm about nine o’clock sent a 
few merhbers of the departimetit to the 
scene and in a short time the blaze was 
extinguished. Shortly after, the alarm 
was blown calling the men again to the 
scene. This time the blaze had spread 
and it is thought that some small boys 
had started it: About iiéon’ another 
call was made to the same place and 
after considerable work the fire was én- 
tirely extinguished: ‘This was indeed 
a busy day for the firemen.  ” 

At 1.45 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon 
the firemen were called to a fire in the 
field at the rear of Hardy & Cole’s 
houses on Chestnut street. After a half 
hour’s work by the firemen the blaze 
was extinguished. ' 

Shortly after two o’clock on Tuesday 
afternoon box 23, located at the corner 
of Main and Orchard streets, was sound- 
ed culling the departmént to a fire 61 the 
Converse estate. The auto trucks made 
quick time to the scene and found a 
brush fire in progress in two summer 
houses at the rear of the Coriverse resi- 
dence. The buildings were of flimsy 
construction and were consumed ‘to- 
gether with their contents which con- 
sisted of béds ard a few miscellaneous 
articles. The fire had sprédd to an ‘ad¢ 
jacent wood lot but by prompt work 
with the chemicals it was quickly ex- 
tinguished. 

‘While returning from this fire an 
alarm was blown on box 49, located at 
the corner of Elm and Pine stréets, and 
the entire department responded. The 
chemical was coming down Main street 
at the time the whistle was blowing and 
on being notified of the alarm, Engineer 
Morse ordered ‘the driver to proceed up 
Elm street to the scene. It proved to bé 
a simple brush fire on the land of John 
A. Collins, with no occasion for sounding 
a box, as the fire could have easily been 
extinguished with a few pails of water. 
This completed a busy afternoon for the

On Wednesday, shortly before one 
o'clock, the fire department was called 
to extinguish a grdgs fire on the land at 
the rear of Franklin H. Stacey’s house 
on Brook street. The blaze threatened

GERMANS SUFFER HEAVY LOSS 


Attempt to Regain Lost Ground In 
Champagne Meets With Repulse by 
French in Furious Battle—Both 
Sides Preparing For Great Conflict 
In West—Isolated Battles Being 
Fought In Northern Poland—Risky 
Mission In Dardanelles Causes Dam- 
age to British Cruiser 


The British steamer Leeuwarden, 
bound from London to Harlingen, 
Hol.and, was torpedoed by the German 
submarine U-28 four miles southeast 
of the Maas (Holland) lightship, 

The crew of seventeen men were 
given five minutes to take to their 
small boats, which the submarine 
towed until a pilot steamer was met. 
The men were then transferred to the 
pilot boat and landed at Hook of Hol- 
dand. The Leeuwarden was a cross- 
channel! steamer of 374 tons. 

Official announcement was made 
that the British steamers Atlanta and 
Fingal were torpedoed. The Atlanta, 
519 tons, was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine off Inishturg, on the 
west coast of Ireland. The crew was 
janded on Inishturg island and the 
vessel is now in the harbor. 

The steamer Fingal, of 1562 gross 
tons (661 net tons), was torpedoed and 
sunk off the Northumberland coast. 
Twenty-one members of her crew 
were landed at North Shields, but six 
lives were reported to have been lost. 

The survivors of the Fingal de- 
Clared that the casualties were due to 
the fact that the vessel went down be- 
fore the starboard boat could be 
freed. The Fingal as she sank 
dragged this boat under, leaving the 
occupants struggling in the water. 
The port boat picked up several, but 
six men lost their lives, 


Furious Fighting Won by French 

Driving back the Prussian Guards 
and mowing down sections of the Ger- 
man landsturm with the machine 
guns, the French won a furious battle 
on the heights near Perthes in the 
Champagne district of northern 
Hrance. No advance was made, it 
being simply a struggle to maintain 
Positions already captured by the 
Wrench, but the German losses are 
Feported as enormous. 

It was a desperate attempt on the 
part of the Germans to regain some 
of the ground that théy have’ lost 
during the past ten days in Cham- 
pagne. 
into the region north of Perthes in: 
huge numbers, and massed attacks 
were made on the French position on 
the heights. 

The terrible fire of the French ma- 
chine guns, or mitrailleuses, on the 
dense masses of Germans was devas- 
tating, and time after time their 
forces were hurled back, finally leav- 
ing the field for good, with dead, dy- 
ing and wounded at every footstep. 

This is one of several recent at- 
tempts by the Germans to regain lost 
ground in France and Belgium. 

Preparing For Spring Advance 

At present the armies of Belgium, 
Great Britain and France are fighting | 
for the hills and other points along 
the long front which will be of the 
greatest advantage to the army hold- 
ing them, when the expected spring 
advance begins. 

According to the French communi- 
Cation the Belgians continue to im- | 
prove their positions in Flanders, and 
the French to the north of Arras and 
in Champagne have added eminences 
to their gains which are of some im- 
portance. 

The French and German official 
communicaticns, however, are 80 
contradictory that it is difficult to de- 
cide whether any change is being 
made generaily in the dispositions ot 
the two armies. 

Big Events Impending 

The optimism which pervades the 
western allies is shared by the Rus- 
sians. All the Petrograd correspond- 
ents of the Lcndon papers lead the 


It is apparent that the 
Russians agair and not the Austri- 
ans, are on the move, particularly at 
Smolnik, on the San river, where it 
emerges from the Carpathians, while 
in Bukowina, according to unofficial 
dispatches from Bucharest, the Aus- 
trians have been defeated in a battie 
which has been raging along the en- 
tire front.

END OF THE DRESDEN 


German Crulser Trapped Off Juan 
Fernandez and Sunk 

After roving the south Pacific for 
more than three months since the 
fateful battle off the Falkland isianas, 
on Dec. 6 last, the German cruiser 
Dresden at last met her fate under 
the guns of British warships off the 
coast of Chile. 

The Dresden was one of the few 
remaining units of the German navy 
at large, the only others, since the 
voluntary seclusion of the Prinz Eitel 
Friedrich behind the Virginian capes, 
being the Karlruhe, last reported in 
West Indian waters; the Kronprinz 
Wilhelm, which is still raiding the 
Scuth Atlantic waters, and possibly 
the Von de Thann, which has not 
been heard of since her reported sink- 
Ing off the coast of Argentine a few 
months ago. 

From the official account it is ap- 
parent that there was plenty of time 
for the British boats to rescue the 
Dresden’s crew before the fire on the 
German cruiser reached her maga- 
zines and caused the final explosion. 


SINKING CF THE FRYE 


Indemnity For Cargo and Ship Will 
Be Demanded From Germany 

The United States will make its 
formal representations to Germany on 
the sinking of the American ship Wil- 
Ham P. Frye by the cruiser Prinz 
Kitel Friedrich as soon as certain 
necessary facts regarding the destina- 
tion of the Frye’s cargo of wheat are 
obtained.

Great Britain has struck her prom- 
ised blow against Germany.

The decree practically declares a 
blockade of the German North sea | 
coast, Without using the precise term. 
This is contrary to all precedents, , 
which require the presence of blodk- 
ading warships. 

To complete the program of “starv- 
ing the kaiser” the government laid | 
certain drastic regulations upon neu- 
tral commerce. These are designed 
to prevent Germany from exporting or 
importing ahy commodities through 
Holland or Scandinavian countries on 
the Baltic sea controlled by the Ger- 
man navy. 

The “blockade” order is effective at 
once. In fact, the government served 
notice that it had been in effect ever 
since March 1, when Premier Asquith, 
{n his house of commons speech, gave 
notice to the world of the allies’ in- 
tention to put a commercial ring 
around Germany.” 

The order contains provisions not 
only for holding up ships to and from 
German ports, but for confiscation of 
goods of German origin or destination 
which are shipped from neutral] ports. 
Under this decree the civilian popula- 
tion of Germany, as well as the army, 
will be cut cff from any form of over- 
feas traffic so far as it lies within the 
power of the allies to bring this about. 

The government expects strong pro- 
tests from the United States, HoNand 
and the Scandinavian ‘Countries, 
whose commerce is hit hard by the or- 
der in council.

The Local Paper a Most Useful 
Agency on the Farm—The Press, 
; Pulpit and School a Trinity of 
| Influence That Must Be 
{ Utilized in Building 
Agriculture.

A broad campaign of publicity on 
the subject. of rural life is needed in 
this state today to bring the probl 
of the farmers to the forefront. The 
city problems are blazoned upon the 
front pages of the metropolitan dail- 
fes and echoed in the country press, 
but the troubles of the farmers are 
seldom told, éxcept by those who 
seek to profit by the story, and the 
glitter of the package ofttimes ob- 
secures the substance. A searching in- 
vestigation into’ the needs of the 
farmers will reveal many inherent de- 
fects ‘in our economic system that can 
be easily remedied when properly un- 
derstood and illuminated by the pow- 
er of the press. 

The rural press, the pulpit and the 
school are a trinity of powerful in- 
fluences that the farmer must utilize 
to their fullest capacity before he can 
occupy a commanding position in pub- 
lic affairs. These gigantic agencies are 
organized in every rural community 
and only await the patronage and co- 
operation of the farmers to fully de- 
yelop their energy and usefulness. 
hee are | forces working for 

e best inter of their respective 
communities. Their work is to build 
and their object is to serve. They 
prosper only through the development 
and prosperity of the community. 

Every farmer in this.state should 
subscribe for the local paper, as well 
as farm periodicals and such other 
publications as he may find profitable, 
but he should by all means subscribe 
for his local paper, and no home 
should be without it. The local paper 
is part of the community life and the 
editor understands the farmer’s prob- 
lems. It is the local press that will 
study the local problems and through 
its columns deal with subjects of most 
vital importance to lecal life of the 
community. 


A Noble Task. 


In too many instances the country 
papers mimic the city press by giv- 
ing prominence to scandals, accidents 
and political agitation. The new 
rural civilization has placed upon the 
futal press rehewéd responsibilities, 
and enlarged..possibilities for useful- 
ness. It not perfo its mission 
to asrigalteve by Rschaing thé frail- 
ties, the mishaps and inor te am- 
bitions of humanity, or by filling its 
columns with the echoes of the strug- 
gles of busy streets, or by enchanting 
stories of city life which lure our 
children from the farm. 

It has a higher and nobler task. 
Too often the pages of the city dailies 
bristle with the struggle of ambitious 
men in their wild lust for power, and 
many times the flames of personal 


conflict sear the tender buds of new ! 


civilization and illuminate the path- 
way to destruction. The rural press 
is the governing power of public senti- 
ment and must hold steadfast to 
principle and keep the ship of state 
in the roadstead of progress. The 
rural press can best serve the inter- 
ests of the farmers by applying its 
energies to the solution of problems 
affecting the local community. It 
must stem the mighty life current 
that is moving from the farm to the 
cities, sweeping before it a thousand 
boys and girls per day. It has to deal 
with the fundamental problems of 
civilization at their fountain head. Its 
mission is to direct growth, teach ef- 
ficiency and mold the intellectual life 
of the country, placing before the pub» 
lic the daily problems of the farmers 
and giving first attention to the leg- 
islative, co-operative, educational and 
social needs of the agricultural classes 
within its respective community. 


The Power of Advertising. 


The influence of advertising is clear 
ly visivle in the homes and habits of 
the farmers, and the advertising col- 
umns of the press aré making their 
imprint upon the lived of our people. 
The farmér possesses the things that 
are best advértised. 

The farmer is entitled to all the 
advantages and deserves all the lux- 
tries of life. We need more art, aci- 
ence and useful facilities on the 
farms, and many homes and farms 
are well balanced in this respect, but 
the advertiser can render a service 
by teaching the advantages of modern 
equipment throughout the columns of 
the rural press. 


The farmers are in need of personal 
leadership. They have political lead- 


@rs, but they need local industrial 


cOmmunity and educational leaders.

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Bradford A, Scudder Advocates the Preservation of Our Wild 
Animals at Lecture Before Andover Natural . 


History 


Society 


Massachusetts Fish and Game Protec- 
tive Association, was the lecturer at a 
well attended meeting of the Andover 
Natural History Society in Punchard 
Hall, Tuesday evening. His subject was 
“The Conservation of Wild Life.” 


Bradford A. Scudder, Secretary of the rounding country more abundant. The 


stated that the consent of twenty 
owners of land included in the area 
about Pomp’s Pond proposed for the 
sanctuary had been obtained, Three 
have not yet signed the agreement, but 
two of those are expected to do so soon. 

Mr. Scudder called attention to the 
present interest in the conservation of 
our natural resources and stated that 
this conservation was properly including 
the wild life of our country. There are 
three reasons for such protection, the 
economic, the recreative and the esthe- 
tic. 

That a serious economic loss has fol- 
lowed the wholesale destruction of our 
birds is well-known. The increase in 
insect-pests is largely caused by this 
destruction. Furthermore, so long as 
the natural increase is less than this 
destruction, the financial returns from 
shooting game birds diminishes. The 
law now permits each licensed sports- 
man to shoot fifteen ruffed-grouse a 
year. There are now between sixty and 
seventy thousand of such licenses grant- 
ed. There are probably less ruffed 
grouse in the whole state today, than 
were shipped from one station (East 
Foxboro) in a single season, fifteen 
years ago. 

The value to the sportsman of a con- 
servation area lies in the fact that the 
increase of life in such an area soon 
overflows and makes game in the sur-

Some of the 
most striking views were of deer in the 
Adirondack region, elk in the Yellow- 
stone, and wild fowl in the ponds at 
Carver, Mass., where the American 
Fish and Game Protective Association 
has a reservation. To show the’ difli- 
culties in the struggle for existence, 
there were pictures of elk who Had lost 
their lives in the snow and deer who were 
driven from the Mississipi low larids by 
the spring floods.

“The Siege of Antwerp”’ 


There was a large and enthusiastic 
audience in the Phillips Academy chapel 
last evening to hear the very intereediits 
and instructive address by Dr. Hendric 
Willem van Loon, entitled “The Siege 
of Antwerp.”
